Jaywalking  Dangeroas 


Jaywalkers  and  parking  lot  cutters  are 
in  danger  of  sliortening  their  jaywalking  and 
parking  lot  cutting  da'ys. 

During  the  rush  period  between  classes 
the  area  around  the  two  traffic  signals  on 
the  southwest  corner  of  Heritage  Halls  and 
the  strip  of  road  that  must  be  crossed  be- 
fore going  down  the  Helaman  Halls  ramp 
become  a mass  of  confussion.  These  roads 
are  not  free-for-all  areas.  Lights  and  cross- 
walks have  been  placed  to  help  individuals 
cross  the  street  in  an  orderly  manner.  Some 
students  feel  that  the  roads  on  campus  are 
enlarged  sidewalks  and  may  be  crossed  any- 
where and  anytime  depending  on  the  short- 
est possible  route. 

Pedestrians  have  very  few  rights  by  Utah 
law.  The  only  area  of  the  roadway  that  pe- 
destrains  have  the  nght-of-way  is  the  cross 
walk.  In  this  area  a pedestrian  has  the  nght 
to  walk  uninterupted  across  the  street. 

Motorists  many  times  fail  to  interi:)ret 
the  crosswalk  as  the  pedestrians  sanctuary. 


A common  violation  is  for  an  oncoming  car 
to  avoid  stopping  by  racing  past  the  cross- 
walk before  the  pedestrian  reaches  the  cars’ 
lane.

IN  JULY  1963,  Dr  Taylor  was 
invited  to  Egypt  by  the  Ford 
Foundation  as  a consultant  to  the 
National  Institute  of  Manage- 
ment Development  for  the  U.A.R. 
The  Institute’s  purpose  was  to 
train  competent  management  per. 
sonnel.  He  taught  at  three  sem- 
inars, each  lasting  several  weeks. 

Dr.  Taylor  became  familiar 
with  managers  in  the  textile  in- 
dustry. "Egyptians  produce  the 
best  raw  cotton  in  the  world," 
Dr.  Taylor  said. , They  manufac- 
ture a quality  clotli  that  competes 
in  the  world  market.  "Their  great- 
est need  Ls  for  technical  equip- 
ment. This  makes  textiles  a stra- 
tegic industry,”  he  said. 

“In  this  fine  quality  cotton  they 
have  a product  to  which  they  can 
add  some  of  their  great  surplus 
of  labor  and  readily  export  as  fin- 
ished textiles.  This  brings  them 
the  necessary  foreign  evchange  to 
buy  their  industriM  equipment.” 

"ALTHOUGH  MOST  business 
corporations  are  owned  by  the 
government  they  are  managed  by 
a chairman  and  board  of  direct- 
ors, and  operate  in  a competitive 
market  system,”  commented  Dr. 
Taylor,  “the  profits  accrue  to  the 
government.”  Approximately  95 
per  cent  of  the  heavy  indu.stry 
is  nationalized  and  50  per  cent  of 
the  distributing  agencies  are 
government  owned  and  controll- 
ed. 

"United  States  is  the  largest 
single  exporter  to  Egypt,”  stated 
Dr.  Taylor,  “and  no  American 
firms  have  been  nationalized. 
Ford,  Coca-Cola,  Kodak,  Hilton 
Hotels,  Mobil  Oil  and  Esso  have 
businesses  in  Egypt.  Egyptian  lo- 
comotives are  made  by  General 


Motors,  radio  and  television 
RCA.  American  experts  pai 
pated  in  building  and  mainl 
ing  the  Cairo  Airport  and  Arr 
can  pilots  accompany  most  fli; 
for  U.  A.  R.” 

"FOK  THE  MOST  PA 
Egyptians  have  yet  to  acq 
a realistic  skill  in  meeting  a j:

If 
we  allow  people  to  save  money 
rather  than  spend  it,  then  some 
will  have  more  money  than  oth- 
ers, and  that  just  wouldn’t  be 
fair.

State  Department 
Says  Russia 
Violated  Test  Ban 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — The 
State  Department  said  Tuesday 
that  the  Soviet  Union  may  have 
committed  “A  technical  viola- 
tion” of  the  Limited  Nuclear 
Test  Ban  Treaty  in  * January 
when  radioactive  material  from 
an  underground  atomic  explos- 
ion escaped  across  the  Soviet 
frontier. 

THE  UNDERGROUND  TEST 
was  held  on  Jan.  15  and  shortly 
afterward  the  United  States  an- 
nounced that  radioactive  debris 
had  been  detected  in  the  area  of 
Japan. 

The  1963  Treaty  prohibits  nu- 
clear blasts  in  the  atmosphere, 
in  outer  space  and  under  water, 
and  also  bans  any  other  explo- 
sions which  cause  fallout  be- 
yond the  boundaries  of  the 
country  in  which  the  test  occurs. 

Officials  said  the  escape  of 
radioactive  material  in  this  case 
appeared  to  be  accidental. 


Uncle  Sam 
Dismisses 
Invitation 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — The 
United  States  politely  dismissed 
Tuesday  a new  bid  from  U.N. 
Secretary  General  U Thant  to 
open  negotiations  on  a Vietna- 
mese peace  agreement.  A spokes- 
man said  it  is  still  awaiting  some 
indication  that  the  Communists 
are  ready  to  “Stop  the  aggres- 
sion.” 

“WE  HAVE  TOLD  the  Secre 
tary  General  that  we  appreciate 
his  suggestions,”  said  State  De- 
partment Press  Officer  Marshall 
Wright,  “and  we  hope  that  all 
channels  will  be  held  open. 

“Still  hoping  for  a peaceful  so- 
lution, we  also  still  await  some 
indication  that  the  aggressors 
are  prepared  to  talk  about  stop- 
ping the  aggression.” 

Wright  was  asked  at  a news 
conference  whether  he  was  sug- 
gesting some  easing  of  U.S.  pol- 
icy toward  talks  by  hinting  that 
the  United  States  would  be  pre- 
pared to  talk  on  the  basis  of  “in- 
dications” that  the  North  Viet- 
namese were  prepared  to  stop 
supporting  the  Communist  Guer- 
rilla forces  in  the  South. 

WRIGHT  WOULD  say  only 
that  his  statement  did  not  pro- 
vide any  new  departure  in  Amer- 
ican policy.  From  other  sources 
it  is  understood  that  the  United 
States  would  be  prepared  to 
conduct  exploratory  talks 
through  diplomatic  channels  if 
the  Reds  “Gave  any  indication’ 
of  readiness  to  halt  the  assault 
on -the  Souths. 

But  officials  insist  privately  as 
well  as  publicly  that  U.S.  partic- 
ipation in  any  actual  negotia- 
tions would  require  advance  evi- 
dence that  the  negotiations 
would  produce  an  agreement  ac- 
ceptable to  the  United  States  in 
South  Viet  Nam.

Picked  Player  Of  Week 


As  might  have  been  expected,  the  final  Western 
Athletic  Conference  statistics  show  BYU  and  New  Mex- 
ico boasting  a clean  sweep  of  the  offensive  and  defen- 
sive statistical  honors.  - , • i. 

BYU’s  conference  scoring  average  of  92.4  points 
tops  the  mark  the  Cougars  set  in  the  WAC  last  ye^ 
of  83.5  points  for  the  best  scoring  average  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  conference.  . 

The  Mountain  Cats  also  set  records  in  best  field 
goal  percentage  (.489)  and  best  free  throw  percentage 
(.774).  BYU  finished  third  in  the  nation  jn  scoring. 
Fairchild  Dominated  Individual  Stats 
Center  John  Fairchild  ranked  second  in  scoring  with 
24  3 points  per  game,  was  second  in  rebounds  with  a 
13.2  average,  made  53.9  percent  of  his 
« field  goal  attempts,  and  sank  77.2  per- 
cent of  his  free  throws. 

On  the  defensive  side  of  the  ledger. 
New  Mexico,  the  nation’s  top  defensive 
team  with  a yield  of  only  54.0  points 
per  game,  has  allowed  WAC  opponents 
67.3.  The  Lobos  also  finished  first  in 
conference  games  by  capturing  54.0 
percent  of  the  droppings  from  the  back- 
board. 

So  what  does  it  all  prove?  That 
this  year’s  Cougars  are  a better 
team  that  last  year’s  edition?  May- 
be. That  the  WAC  is  the  greatest  conference — is 
the  best  in  the  nation?  A very  remote  possibility. 
That  the  team  is  filled  with  hustlers  who  love  to 
win?  Undoubtedly. 

Four  Teams  of  Hustlers 

But  they’ll  be  meeting  three  other  hustling  quintets 
this  weekend — or  more  correctly  two  of  three. 

And  they’re  all  ranked  . . . two  of  them  in  the 
top  ten.  UCLA  is  rated  second,  BYU  sixth,  and  San 
Francisco  10th.  Oklahoma  City,  the  at-large  team 
decided  Monday  at  Lubbock,  Tex.,  is  rated  13th. 
Attendance  Records  Shattered 
Sell  out  crowds  are  something  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
has  come  accostomed  to  this  year,  however,  with  at- 
tendance for  the  season  topping  anything  in  BYU  his- 
tory. 

In  13  scheduled  home  games,  132,413  fans, 
that’s  an  average  of  10,186  per  game,  were  drawn 
into  the  fieldhouse.  Considering  the  tact  that  there 
are  only  10,200  permanent  seats  available  this  mark 
is  only  a trifle  short  of  phenominal. 

The  total  is  over  15,000  higher  than  the  pre- 
vious record  set  in  1956  and  the  average  per  game 
is  nearly  1,000  higher  than  the  mark  set  last  year. 
And  these  figures  don’t  include  over  15,000  _ fans 
who  watched  the  games  on  campus  via  closed-circuit 
television.  All  told  the  Mountain  Cats  played  to  nearly 
220,000  spectators.
